Textiles is also unique in that it provides multiple modes of distribution - as artwork in 
galleries or museums; in the street through clothing, banners, in ritual through 
costume, flags, performative actions; as signifier of social and cultural identification; 
as a rich sensorial material that activates both sight, sound and touch. 


Textiles is a rich medium with an equally rich history. One of the oldest technologies, 
it is also directly implicated in the latest digital technologies. 

Students are encouraged to work in various areas and locations in order to broaden 
their experiences. This includes public spaces, the internet, natural and urban spaces, 
the body or bodies. 


The time spent in this course should be approached as a ‘think tank’ with an onus on 
experimentation, innovation and pleasure in making, working and thinking. 
Independence of thinking, risk, criticality and originality in ideas and presentation are 
highly encouraged. - 


This is a studio course and as such involves input from the instructor and participants 
alike. Readings, field trips, presentations, and technical demonstrations will 
complement work undertaken by students. Students are encouraged to work 
intuitively from an informed position; to use ideas and theory as a companion process 
to their work rather than as a foundation for them. 


Active involvement and contributions to class discussion and critiques in an integral 
part of this course and will be graded accordingly. 


Attendance is mandatory and punctuality appreciated. Medical and other 
appointments should be scheduled outside of class time. Lectures, image 
presentations, and technical demonstrations will not be repeated so it is the 
participant’s responsibility to get the missing information before the next class.
